The parties making up the pres- 


ent government won 1,082 seats 
to 389 for the De Gaulists and 37 
for the Communists. 99 seats 
went to independents.

more seats tha.n any single party. 


At noon today they claimed to 


have elected 536 councillors in- 
stead of the 389 officially reported 
for them by the ministry of infor- 
mation.

The new cash recommended is 
$126,821,934 more than Congress 
gave the department for the pres- 
ent fiscal year ending June 30. 


The principle of a 15 per cent

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RENT CONTROL LAW 


The House of Representatives made some 


major revisions before it voted to extend the 
rent control law. Among other changes it 
provided that: 


Landlords should have a '"reasonable re- 


turn" on their investments. 


State or local ROvcrnmentB could abolish 


federal controls within their boundaries by 
a simple vote, 


. Hotels with apartment facilities should no 


longer bo subject to controls. ' 


These changes indicate that the majority 


of House members think the landlord de- 
serves a better break than he Rot under the 
former law. Whether you agree depends, 
•we suppose, on whether you are landlord, 
property owner or tenant. At any rate, the 
considered decision of the House was for 
fower controls and higher rents throughout 
the country—with one small exception, 


The exception was Washington. It ap- 


pears that the situation there was so differ- 
ent that the House felt compelled to draft 
and pass a separate rent control bill for the 
District of Columbia.
